Dewey before the senate com
mlttes OB the Philippines began with a
reference t the mads by the
admiral at the first days proceedings
concerning the prelCer made by the
Spanish governor general to surrender-
to him Senator Carmack called atten
tion to the fact that the press made It
appear that he had said during the
next tweatyfonr hours alter the de-

struction of the Spanish fleet on May
1 there had been several rotten of
surrender on the part the governor

The admiral replied that he had said
that between May 1 and Aug IS the
governor general bad sent to him
more than once that he would be
piss sed to surrender to the navy The
flrst proffer he said was made in May
through the English consul and sub-
sequent proffer were made through the
Belgian consul At the time the ad-
miral admitted Aguinaldo had begun
operations around Manila and was
working toward the city

Taking up the thread of the Inves-
tigation where it was dropped yeeter
day Senator Carmack asked the wit-
ness If all the trouble in the Philippines
had been due

I wont say that the admiral re-
plied bat he continued I will re
peat that if we had had 5000 troops
at Manila on May 1 the city would
hve been taken possession of and we
would have at least for the time had
no trouble with the natives They wee
our friends then

In reply to other questions put by
Senator CarmacK concerning Agufnal
do the admiral said

I think you are making too much ot-
Aguinaldo Me was a mere figurehead
and was surrounded by stronger men
than himself Mabtni was one of these
and Oesrai Lua whom ho had killed
was another

Agualdo Betrayed Hie People
Reptyin to another question the

admiral said that it was the general
report throughout the east that in 1W-
7Aguinaldo had betrayed his to
the Spaniards for money Nor did he
remember that this report had been
denied by American officers in the Phil-
ippines

Among other officers quoted in this
connection was General Greene and
the admiral called attention to the fact
that General Greene had not given his
authority

If he said Aoncllk told him I
dont think the authority was good

Why do you say that Aguinaldo took
the lions share of the property gath-
ered by the insurgents

Becaue living at Malolos
like a prince He had nothing when
he landed in Manila and could have
procured the means for this ostentation-
in no other way He began Immediately
after arrival to take every dollar In-
sight It may be ungrateful in me to
state the but it is true that ho
sent cattle te me herds of them for
the ships The stock were taken from
the Philippine people

he knew of no such rule but he sup-

Senator Carmack Then It Is a faet

that you took a man to Manila to be a
leader of the native people who but re
ifntly had betrayed those people for a
bribe

Admiral think that would
have made no difference The country
was under a reign of terror

Then you wanted a man who could
organize the natives-

No I did not want any one Agui
naldo and his people were forced upon
me by Consul Pratt and ethers

Did the consul and others have any
power to force these people upon

Yes by constant pressure I did not
want the Filipino refugees because I
did not believe that a half dosen of
theta would do good in view of the
report that thousands would rise up in
insurrection upon our arrival at Ma-
nila I thought they would play a very
small part

Then you placed the country at the
mercy of a man who would plunder
and rob notwithstanding you had no
need for his services

This question the admiral declined to
answer and Senator Patterson took the
witness asking if Agumalde had ever
talked to him on the basis of selling
oat to the Americans
Wasted Gold for Mexican Dollars

The admiral replied in the negative
and Mr Patterson then Red If the
PfciUpptae leader had ever asked him
for money The reply was that Agtti-
Mldo had asked him to exchange geld
for Mexican dollars

I was pretty sure as to where he
had gotten ttte dollars as he had not
brought them with him said the ad-
miral and I thought that the factthat he wanted gold was pretty good
indication that he was getting ready
te leave That was what made me
think that the man wa feathering

nest but It was a suspicion
Here the admiral ain referred to

Affuinaldos style at Malolos and Sen
MOl Patterson asked if that style had
net served the purpose of exciting the

to Aguinaldo in company with the gen
eral He said he had suggested to
General Anderson on the occasion of
that visit that be need not wear his
uniform or put on his sword but that
his blouse would be sufficient and the
suggestion had been adopted Refer
ring to a report of that report made by
General Anderson and to copies of let-
ters written by General Anderson In
which Aguinaldo was assured of de
sire for amicable relations Admiral
Dewey said that he did not remember
that any such assurances had been giv-
en Speaking of General Andersons
letters to the Philippine chieftain the
witness said

When I heard that he ws writing
letters to Aguinaldo I advised him
against doing so

Anderson Offended Leader
He added that he was not conversant

with General Andersons acts be-
fore the arrival of General Merritt as
the general Wad gone his own way
while he Dewey bad gone his He
also said General Anderson had offend-
ed Aguinaldo on the occasion of their
visit by hi questions When Senator
Patterson pressed other questions call-
ing for reference to statements made
by army Officers and others the ad
miral declined to answdr saying

I am here to testify to what I know
aid I wilt give all the information I
can in that way but I am not responsi-
ble for what others have said I dont
like your questions end I dont think-
I ought to be required to reply to
them

The chair assured the witness that
he need not answer The admiral said
however in reply to further pressing
that his views did not coincide with
those expressed by General Anderson-
in a magazine article

They do not coincide he said We
differed very much from the begin
ning

Senators Bsveridge and Dietrich then
asked a few questions THe former

Senator Beveridge bad paid the ad
miral on the flagship Olympia when
she lay in the harbqr at Manila and
asked him if he remembered a con-
versation that he said had ccUrred
between them while they were looking
out from the deck the admiral having
said in regard to the success of the
American arms that he could not
help thinking that it was all due to

higher power than ours-
I do responded the admiral I

remember that I said that and it is
my opinion now

Would Lapse Into Anarchy
Senator Beveridge read extraots from

the reports of the first Philippine com-
mission of which Admiral Dewey was
a member in which the statement was
made that the Filipinos were incapa-
ble of standing alone and if the
American support was withdrawn they
would lapse into anarchy and asked
him if that had been his opinion He
replied in the affirmative adding that
he still entertained that view

Senator Carmack Was that always
your opinion

Admiral Dewey s Tree I made
a comparison once with the Cubans
saying the Filipinos were more capa-
ble of selfgovernment that the Cu-

bans I think that neither the Fili-
pinos nor the Cubans are capable of
selfgovernment

Senator Dietrichs questions were in-
tended to show the state of Admiral
Deweys mind concerning the Fili-
pinos at the time of the engagement
with the Spanish squadron He asked
the admiral if it was not true that
if he had recognized the Filipinos as
allies trusted them as such and con-
sidered them capable of taking charge
of Manila he would have accepted the
proffer for the surrender of Manila
before the arrival of the American
troops

Yes replied the witness that is
true and It is a gjpotl idea I had
not thought of it end I am glad you
suggested it It makes my testimony
stronger It is true and the fact that-
I did not accept the surrender and
put them In charge shows that I did
not trust them It never entered my
head to do that

With this Admiral Dewey was ex-

cused and he expressed himself as
much gratified to secure his release

As Robertson was leaving the house he requested Miss Cadwell to say

when he was telephoned to from the bank that he would be down on thenext car He also requested her to take good care ef Mrs Ferris things inthe house Doubtless this direction was given from the fact that Mrs Ferrjs
has been In the east since last November and that Mr Ferris left Thursday morning for Montana on a business trip relating to his Insurance

In her agitated and apprehensive mood the young housemaid did not
have to wait long before hearing the ring The bank people
called to leave word that It was Saturday morning and that the paying
teller was due to be on hand to help open up She answered by briefly
conveying Robertsops parting message In a little while another inquiry
from the bank came by telephone and upon being questioned the young
woman related in reply how he had left the house with a gun and had gone
north on Eleventh Eat street instead of taking the car for down town
